FORTUNATUS 


CHAP. I. 
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Of the Parentage and Birth of Fortunatus. 


N Famogoſta a Famous City in the Ille of Cyprus, 
lived one Theodorus deſcended of Noble Patentage, 
who by the Deteale of his Father, had a plentiful E⸗ 
late fcll into his hands; but he being of a haughty 
) Mind, gave himſelf wholly up to the Pleaſures and 
Uanityp ok the Wold: He affociated himſelf with the 
Gꝛeat Men of the Country, and lived riotouſly, ſpending his time 
fo: the moſt part in Gaming, Hunting, Hawking, ande St ny

Entertainments, the which in a ſhozt time greatly diminiſhed his 
Eſtate; which his Friends perceiving, and being much grieved there⸗ 
ar, thought there was no better way to reſtrain his Licentious man- 
ner of Like, than by matching him to a Wife, . 

This being reſolved upon, and he not contradicing the Motion, 
they ſought for a fair, young and vertugus Lady throughout all the 
Citys of Cyprus, and at laſt in Nicova found one that well⸗liked | 
them, ſhe being waughter to a UWealthy Merchant, and adozned | 

with all the Perkections that appertain to Momanbzind, her Name | 
being Gratiana: to this Lady by the Conſent of her Father, The- 
odorus was ſhoztly married, and fo2 a time lived in great Splen- 
doꝛ, the fir Pear having by her a fair Son, whom they named For- 
tunatus ; but this little oꝛ nothing. reſtrained his Extravagancies: 
Inlomuch that in a ſho2t time after the Marriage, notwithſtanding 5 
the large Poztion he had with his Wife, he was bꝛought to extream | 
Poverty, which made him repent, though now to late; ſo that okten⸗ 
times being hunger⸗pined, and in great want, he loking upon his 
Son (who by this time was a comely Youth > would ſigh and let y 
fall Tears, which ſo afflicted the Young-man,. that he one day de⸗ 
manded the Cauſe, deſtring toknow whether he had ollended him in 
gught, the which ik he had he would (frive to amend it: To whom the 
{62rowful Father replied, He had never offended him; but it was the 
erceding Penury to which by his Extravagancies he was reduced to 
thar maded as he ſaw : To which the Vouth replied, Let not that 
trouble vou, £92 as fox me, J have received ſuch good Education im⸗ 
der vou, that J can ſhift fo my ſelf in any place of the Wold; bur 
he perceiving his Father ſtill troubled, 'and alwates ſigh when he 
looked upon him, he conjectured it was koz his lake, and therekoze 
reſolved to be no longer chargeable to him: UWherenupon one Day ta- 
king his Stick in his hand, he went to the Sea-fide, where he had not 
ſtaied long, but a Gally put to ſhqze, in which was the Earl of Flan- 
ders, who was returned from Jeruſalem ; they had not ben long 
on ſhoe to refreſh themſelves, but the Earl cauſed the Trumpet to 

bound, to call his men back into the Galley ; which Fortunatus per: 
eciving, and being deſirous to Travel, went to the Earl and 6ffer- 
ed him hig Service; When: the Earl perceiving him a goodly Pouth,

and having by reaſon of ſickneſs, loſt two of his men by the way, he 
entertained him; when as the Earl and Fortunatus being on Board, 
they ſet Sail, and in a ſhozt time arrived at Venice. 
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How Fortunat us departed his Country, and how he became 
greatly eſteemed by the Earl. 


* Fter lome Conteſts with the Winds and Sea, the Galley lafc- 
1 1 arrived at Venice, where the Earl and his Men landed; 
and rhere by the help ot Fortunatus (who amongll all his men could 
-onely ſpeak the Language) de bought rich Jewels, and Gold — 
bꝛodertes, in oder ro dis Marriage, he being to Wed the Drike 0 
Cleves Daughter at his return, to whom he had 233 
before his departure. By thele and ſuch other Services, Fortunatas 
gained the Love or his Lord; infomuty chat che relt ar the Servant _ 
began to envyhim - a while-after the Earl coming into: his: 7 
Country, bought all his Servants Nozfes, and gabe to Fortu 
tus the beſt next whar hinflf vod on; 40 char it Ar grieved the

he came into their Lozds Service — 392 th 8 5 
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done, he inlinuates himſelf into the company of Fortunatus, ex⸗ 
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being Celebzated, a great number of Nobility being pꝛelent, Tilts 
and Juſts were pꝛepared, where after the Nobles had done great 
Feats, the Earl ſet up wo Jewels valued at a hundzed pounds, fo2 
the Servants who ſhould do belt; upon whith Fortunatus prepared 


his Hozſe, and ſon with his Lance overthzew one ol them that run 


againſt him, whereupon he carried away the Pꝛize; then one T1- 
mothy having won the other Jewel, the Servants urged Timothy 
to Juſt with Fortunatus, who ſhould have them both ; but in the 
Conflict Timothy was bozn down Hoyle and Man, lo that Fortuna- 


tus got not onely both the Jewels, but the great Applauſe ol the 
Spectatozs, and the greater Favour of the Earl, who highly pꝛaiſed 
him, telling them by what chance he had met with him: whereupon 


the Nobles and Ladies gave him many Pꝛelſents; this moze and 
moze raiſed the Malite of his Fellow-ſervants againſt him; but 
when they well perceived that they could do nothing againſt him 


fairly, they. wzought by lubtilty: fo2 there being amongſt the reſt one 


Robert an ancient Servant to the Earl, who pꝛomiſed fo2 Ten

day taking Fortunatus into a pzivate Apartment, after ſeveral Dil⸗ 
courfes, he began to (gh and lok ſad, which Fortunatus well no⸗ 
ting, demanded the Cauſe, who told him it was fo2 his lake: then 
was he earneſt to know the Reaſon ; truty ſaid Robert 'ft was told 
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he! was gone; * Robert bid him in what place ſoever he reſided, 
ſend him a Letter, that wyen the Earl was ſupplied with Gelded- 
men, he might give notice to return: But Fortunatus replied, 
he would never return, though he endured never ſuch necellity oz 
want. Upon this Robert inwardly cejoyted, and helping him to a 
hozſe, he rod out ol the City as if he went on hunting, and having 
paſſcd the Gate, ſet on full ſped and never loked behind him, till he 
thought himſelf out ok Danger, and purchaſing another hozle, he 
ſent back the Earls, leſt upon that account he might be purſued;

O ſoner the flight of Fortunatus tame to the Earls Ear, but 
he was erceding fozry, muling with himſelf. what ſhould be the 
Tauſe ; but When he could think of none, he demanded-of his Ser: 
J | vants if they were pꝛivy to the Decaſion of his Departiire, but they 
1 denied they knew dughr: then he examined his Lady and her Gentle⸗

where he hapned into the company of two young Cyprus Merchants, 


who were ſent over by their Fathers too, with a Ship laden with 
tolkly Mares, fd2 which they had received grear Sums ol Money: 
And now Fortunatus being expert in the Manners and Cuſtoms of 
moſt Countries, became as it were their Tutoz oz Juſtructoz; fo 
tlat they lpent beyond mealure, Rioting it all the Day at Taverns, 


and at Night ſpozting it with Harlots, each one Criving to out: da 


the other in Extels; noꝛ was Fortunatus wanting to ſpend amongſt 
them: but within a while all their Money being ſpent, their Burom 
Lalles fozſook them, and all their Jollitry came to an end, which 
made the Merchants bethink themlelves of Returning home, which 
they did in the ſame Ship they tame in, though with heavy hearts and 
empty Purſes, leaving Fortunatus behind thent,

not well what courſe to take ; but at laſt reſolved to get over into 


France, but wanted Money to pay his Paſlage; when gong to a 
Harlot on whom he ſpent the greateſt part of his money, he deſired 
her to lend him two Crowns, telling her that he was to go over Sea 
to fetch Four hundꝛed Crowns that his Uncle owed him; but ſhe 
would by no means lend him any, no2 [ſcarcely make him dzink , but 
lent him away with flouts: Then ſeeing his foꝛmer Folly, he wiſhed, 
(though too late) that he had kept his Money, and not have ſpent 
it upon ſuch an ungrateful Baggage; lo that not having Money to 
pay fo2 his Paſſage, he betook himſelk to the Service of one Jeroni- 


mus Roberti, a Florentine Merchant in Lombard-ſtreer, where he 


lived with great Credit , pleaſing his Walter beyond meaſure by his 
Diligence and towardneſs, and in a ſho2t time gained not onely the 


Love of his Wiltris, but of all the Servants : Jnſomuch ate: 
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Maſter notonely intrufted him with all his Caſh, but employed him 
in his main Affairs ;as taking in his Merchandize, and other things 
of lecret and weighty Concernment, whereby he not onely advanta⸗ 
ged himſelf, but allo by his faithful Difcharge ol the Truſt com-

Houle of one Jeronimus Roberti a Florentine,Merchant in Lom- 
bard- ſtreet, and that a while alter their departure, he ſame perſon 
came with her Hugbands Keys and Ring, defiringher to ſend the 
— but ſhe loking fo: them in his Cabiner, found them not 
there. 

With this anſwer they returned to the King, who was greatly 
diſpleaſed, but that he might not ſeem over raſhly to cenſure the Fide- 
litv of the Knight, although he concluded he was fled, he gave * 
that nothing m̃oze should be done in it till the end ol two days, in 
woſth [pace Fortunatus returning from on Ship⸗ board e | 
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been taking an account of the ladeing) perceived not only his Maſter, 
but all his fellow Servants very melancholly ; upon which, he de⸗ 
maͤnded ol the Maid what was the cauſe.of ſuch their ſuddain alferat;- 

| on, to whom ſhe anlwered (as having betoze-hand pꝛemeditated an ex · 
tuſe) that her Malter had reccived a Letter ok the Death ok a dear 
Friend of his, which had occaſioned that ſadneſs in him; and that 
with him the reſt Simpathized as is the Cuſtom of their Countro, 
ut that he not being his near Relation, he would not go into Mourn⸗ 
ing koꝛ him, with which Fortunatus was well plealed. But now the 

| two days being expired, and no tidings of the Gentleman; the King 

in a great rage ſent his Purſevants to ſearch his Houle, who bꝛoke o⸗ 

pen as many Trunks, Theſts and Cabinets, as they found locked, 

Hit kound not the Jewels: upon which, at the Supplication of the 
Gentlewoinan (who ſaid ſhe verily believed her Þusband was Mur⸗ 
thered) they went to the Boule of Jeronimus, where having the 
Kings Warrant, they appꝛehended him and all his Family upon 
Suſpicion of Murther, but they all denſed it, ſaying : Jnded there 
was luch « man there, but that he departed thence in the Company 

of the Perſon who bzought him thither, and that ſince they law him 
not: but this excuſe availed not, ſoꝛ they all (being nine in number, 

ol which Fortunatus was one) were delivered to the Sheriffs, who 
carryed them to Newgate, where they were kept aſunder, and were 
{trictly examined, but they all declared as befoze : as fo2 Fortunatus, 

he was ignorant of the matter and therekoze could not confeſs, upon 
which the Sheriffs were oꝛdered to ſearch Jeronimus's Youſe, the 
which they accowingly did, and looked in all the Cheſts, Trunks, 
Cloſets, Tellers, Pantries and Stables, but found not the dead Bo⸗ 
dy, and ſo were about to depart, when ons amongſt the reſt having a 
 Toxch in his hand, lighted ſome Paper and thꝛew it down into the 

Pꝛi by, whereby reaſon of the ſhallorenels of the Ordure, the Legs of 

the party Murthered appeared, he being taſt in with his Head down- 
ward, which he no ſoner percefved by the Light, but he called to the 
reſt, telling them that hc had found the Murthered Tozpg: and there⸗ 
upon they all coming together dzew it out, and afterhaYWing cleanſed 
it with Water, they layed it inthe Street befoze the DoF of Jeroni- 
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king ok their Heads abhoꝛred the Fact: as alſo a Meſſenger was ſent 

to acquaint the King what they had found, upon which he gave ozder 
fo2 the Kacking Jeronimus, and the reſt, to fozte them to conkels 
where the Jewels were, koꝛ he luppoled that they had Murthered him 
foꝛthe Jewels; when they being ſtretched upon the Rack, and in er- 
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terding to2ment, confeſſed the true manner of the Murther as it is 


befoze recited. But fortunatus, although he was tounented with 
the reſt, could not give any account of the Murther by reaton of his 
abſence when the Fact was committed; but as koꝛ the Jewels, they all 
pꝛoteſted they knew not any thing of them. 1

N Otwithſtanding they made their Conkellion, how and upon what

How afterward all the Tewels were found by the Widdow of 
the Murthered Gent l man, and by her reſtored to the King. 


f Fter the Execution, the King ſuppoſing the Murtherer to 
A have carried away the Jewels he put fo2th his Proclamation ; 
offering 1000 Crowns to any that would diſcover them oz return 
them again, Further, he lent to all the noted deellers in the neigh- 
bouring Kingdoms, to ſtop any ſuch Jewels if they ſhould be offer- 
ed to be ſould; but after all this they were found under the bed of the 
Murthered Gentleman; the manner of their being diſcovered was 
thus.

Now by this time the whole City was Alarm'd with the pitcous 
Qut:tries ofthe Servants, who were upon the purſuit of the Mur⸗ 
therers, who ran here and there ſearching and inquiring, as not be- 
ing certain by reaſon of the many turnings which way he fled; when 
at laſt one of them coming to the Pozxch where Fortunatus lay Ctill

ges how he came to the Gentlewoman with a fozgev Letter, rhe 
which he wote himſelf, and how he was hired fo2 200 Crowns 
by Montpeſs, upon which the Letter being there, the Judge oꝛdzed 
him to wiite again, the which he did; and then they being compared, 
it plainly appeared to be his hand: TUhereupon the Judge thanked 
God who had made ſuch a {eaſonable diſcovery of the Truth, and 
rhereupon lent and appꝛehended Montpeſs, who finding the other, and 
confeſſed the whole Matter, fo2 which within a ſhoꝛt time after 
Montpeſs was beheaded, and bzoken upon the Uheel ; but Fortuna-

This and the intreaty ok the Earls Servants, buteſpecially the

they lekt him; at which Fortunatus did not a little rejoyce, fozaſ-

W Fortunatus continued at this City, he ſpent moſt part

At this the Hoſt began to lol very plcaſant ever afrer, ſhewing

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Table, and handing him the choicelt diſhes of meats, and beſt wine; 
though ſeveral Noble Perſonseyes were pzetent. 
Not long 8fter; as he was fitting at dinner with ſix Earls and ten 
Long, beſides other Gentlemen of god laſhion; ſeveral Mulitianers 
tame and offered to play befoze them, telling them that they had been 
Gentlemen, but where now fallen to decay, and were fozced to take up 
that employ fo2 their living ; when they had played a god while, an 
Earl at the Table as bed one of them that was moze likely than the 
reſt, what Countryman he was ? who replyed that he was an Iriſh- 
man, and had ſpent-all his Eſtate in traveling; koz, lald he, J habe 
been in moſt partsof the Wold, and can name, and have ſeen molt of 
the Emperozs, Kings, and Soveraign Pꝛintes in Europe, Aſia, 
and Africa; and can diſcribe the Splendoz of their Courts, the

Queſtion, and therefoze Þ muſt humbly beg your,Majelties pardon to 
ercuſe me, if J anſwer not directly to this Point; becauſe J love 
them both ſo well, J know not how to incline to either hand, and 
rherefoze muſt be filent as to my repozt in that Affair; then the King 


ſaid, Caſſandra pꝛithee tell me, ſhould your Father and Mother be 
here, and ſeveral young Nobles were dancing, and ik vour Mother
